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REMARKS 

Applicant has amended claim 1 to include the subject matter of 
claim 2, which the Examiner has indicated allowable. 

Claim 22 is claim 4 rewritten in independent form. The 
Examiner has indicated claim 4 to be allowable. 

Claim 36 is claim 10 rewritten in independent form. The 
Examiner has indicated claim 10 to be allowable. 

Claim 44 is claim 20 rewritten in independent form. The 
Examiner has indicated claim 20 to be allowable. 

Dependent claims 23-35 are pending claims 3, 5-8, and 12-19, 
respectively. 

Dependent claims 37-43 are pending claims 13-19 respectively. 

Dependent claims 45-4 9 and 51-53 are pending claims 3 and 12- 
15 and 17-19, respectively. Dependent claim 50 is similar to claim 
16. 

Claims 2, 4-11 and 20-21 have been canceled. 

In view of the above, it is asserted that claims 1, 22, 36 and 
44 and claims dependent therefrom are patentable over the cited 
references and the art of record and are asserted to be in 
condition for allowance.
